2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Pogo 
sticks are old and well known in the art, including varieties of pogo sticks utilizing 
pneumatic chambers as opposed to mechanical springs. Oh (WO/99/61 111) 
teaches a pogo stick utilizing an air chamber (as seen below) but fails to teach 
collapsible grips, a handlebar comprising an upper and lower portion 
telescopically connected to one another, a positioning device or bracket 
connecting the elongated member to the air cylinder.

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Woodall (U.S. 2,865,633) teaches a springless pogo stick (as seen below) 
including a handle bar, a pneumatic cylinder, and a shaft. Woodall fails to teach 
collapsible grips and footrests, an upper and lower member telescopically 
engaged with one another, a positioning device or bracket, or the feature of 
having the entire shaft collapsible into the cylinder when not in use. 



Samarin (U.S. 3,773,320) (as seen below) teaches a jumping stick having 
collapsible footrests, but fails to teach collapsible handles, an upper and lower 
member telescopically engaged with one another, a positioning device or 
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bracket, or the feature of having the entire shaft collapsible into the cylinder 



when not in use. 

Other pogo devices such as Rudell (U.S. 4,390,178) and Herman (U.S. 
6,503,177) also fail to teach or make obvious the above mentioned limitations. 
The prior art of record fails to teach a collapsible pogo stick including a 
pneumatic cylinder, and upper and lower members telescopically engaged with 
one another and engaged to the pneumatic cylinder, a shaft located at the 
bottom of the pneumatic cylinder wherein the entire shaft is collapsible into the 
cylinder when not in use, collapsible grips comprising a horizontal located at the 
top of an upper member and elastic band run through the horizontal tube having 
handle portions connected at each end, or a positioning member and bracket by 
which the elongated member is slidably attached to the pneumatic cylinder 
allowing it to collapse further.
